The railroads contend that 


the effects of the federal rul- 
ing, handed down under the 
first compulsory arbitration 
law in peacetime history, re- 
mains in effect even though 
the period of the ruling ex- 
pired. 


The union contends that in 


the absence of a new agree- 
ment, it has the right to de- 
mand that most of the elim- 
inated jobs be restored. 


However, the union con- 


tended it was not striking 
specifically on that issue, but 
rather on what it said was the 


railroads, union spokesmen 
said Gilbert Is the only one 
who has the authority to call 
off the strike.

Six persons, three of them 


Americans, were killed

nearly 100 wounded. Sixty- 
seven Americans were among 
those hurt.

first \\ith small arms, auto- 
matic weapons, grenades, and 
possibly a Claymore mine. 


Water Descends 


Then the truck-load of ex- 


plosives blew up, shattering 
the first three floors of the 
10-story Victoria Hotel billet, 
splintering furniture and. split- 
ting open the rooftop water 
tank. Water from the tank 
coursed down through the 
building and prevented any 
major fire hazard. 


Survivors from the upper 


floors told of saving them- 
selves by taking refuge In 
jathrooms and under their 
Dunks as they h a d been 
briefed to do in the event of 
attack. 


Second Lt. James R. Mc- 


Goodwln of Houston, Tex., 
said he moved from Room. 
007 on the ground floor, which 
bore the heaviest impact oC 
the blast, only three days ago. 


It was one of the most dev- 


astating of the terrorist at- 
tacks against U.S. installa- 
tions here in the Viet Nam 
war 


U.S. Ambassador H e n r y 


Cabot Lodge visited the scene 
in t h e forenoon, spending 
about 10 minutes inspecting 
he wreckage and talking with 
authorities. 


The pattern of attack, with 
lie explosives vehicle blowing 
up in the grand climax, has 
>een used in the past by the

Metro pole Attack 


The Victoria is about a half 


mile from the Metropole Ho- 
tel enlisted men's billet where 
a similar attack Dec. 4 killed 
2 Americans and wounded 67.

:ween downtown Saigon and 
Cholon, the Chinese sector. 


The three Americans re-

Vietnamese c i v i l i a n s IB 
homes across the street from 
the Victoria, in southern Sal* 
gon, were killed or wounded. 
Several Vietnamese kitchen 


workers on the ground floor 
of the American building pre- 
paring breakfast for the more 
than 200 officers who lived 
there were reported either 
killed or wounded. 


Ambulances 


"Nobody on the first-floor 


could have lived t h r o u g h 
that," an eyewitness said as 
a m b u l a n c e s filled with 
wounded raced to the two 
major U.S. hospitals in the 
city. ' 


The worst incident of-ter- 


rorism in the capital so far 
in'the course of the war was 
the blowing up of the My 
Ca'nh, a floating restaurant on 
the Saigon -River, June -25, 
1965. Forty-three persons were 
killed there and more t h a n 
100 wounded. 


Terrorists Wednesday set 


off an early morning explo- 
sion at a villa used for a U.S. 
billet in Saigon, wounding 
four or five American - terv- 
icemen slightly. That blast 
came on the anniversary; of 
the terrorist bombing of th« 
U.S. embassy building in 6ai*

prompt and sympathetic con- 
sideration," Johnson wrote. 


The original deadline f o r 


signing up for the insurance, 
which costs $3 a month, was 
midnight Thursday night. If 
Congress extends it for two 
months as expected, the ex- 
tension would be retroactive 
to the midnight deadline. 


White House officials said 


they estimate that by Thurs- 
day night all but about one 
million Americans 65 or old- 
er either will have signed up 
for the insurance or declined 
to enroll. 


Speaking of the one million, 


Johnson said, "I believe it 
would be unfortunate to de- 
lay protection to these late 
enrollees—some of w h o m 
are those with the greatest 
need for medical insurance."

planning. 


Kintner, a 56-year-old form- 


er Washington newsman who 
left NBC early this year, 
will serve as secretary to the 
Cabinet 


Rostow, 50, will operate 


principally in the foreign pol- 
icy field. Johnson said, "I 
shall look to him as a cata- 
lyst of ideas and programs." 


The President said Rostow 


could not be regarded as a 
replacement for McGeorge 
Bundy, who resigned f r o m 
the White House staff to be- 
come president of the Ford 
Foundation. In fact, Johnson 
named five men—including 
Kintner and Rostow — to 
- etitare Bundy's old r e s p o n s i- 
bilities.

The Rev. Earl E. Pinckney,

Statements by Gov. i-'rank Morrison 


would indicate that forces involved arc lean- 
ing toward a deficiency appropriation as the 
answer to University of Nebraska money 
problems. As a result of enrollments in ex- 
cess of earlier estimates, the university wi!! 
be running in the next two semesters some 
$500.000 in the red. The governor has said 
he favors a deficiency appropriation and 
that some members of the Legislature do 
the same. 


The latter is believed to mean the 


Budget Committee headed by Sen. Richard 


Marvel of Hastings but 
the committee, natu- 
rally is currently main- 
taining a discreet si- 


~~ lence in the matter. A 


deficiency appropration would mean that 
the university spend the extra $300,000 and 
have it made up by the Legislature when 
it meets in 1966. This course of action is 
not without risks but it would be the most 
preferred method if it can be agreed to. 
The university could hardly take such ac- 
tion without the approval of the governor 
and at least the informal approval of the 
Budget Committee. 


Technically or legally, the university 


could spend whatever It wanted on a defi- 
ciency basis but would make a serious mis- 
take in doing so. For one thing, it would 
under those circumstances be all on its 
own with no guarantee that the Legislature 
would make up the amount of the deficiency. 


It would be an interesting development, 


however, as the senators would face the 
choice of making the appropriation or let- 
ting the university default to the extent 
of its debt. And a deficiency appropriation 
really represents debt. It is spending today 
what you intend to get at a later time. 


You can spend this way only by some 


credit means. If the university spent S500,- 
000 in this biennium that was not appro- 
priated to it, the amount could never be 
repaid unless the Legislature made a de- 
ficiency appropriation. And if the spending 
were not for good cause and done in the 
right way, senators would be tempted to let 
it go by default. At best, relationships be- 
tween the university and Legislature would 
be strained to the breaking point. Thus, an- 
other approach is dictated and will be fol- 
lowed without question. Besides the endorse- 
ment of the governor and Budget Commit- 
'sc, the university may well seek a poll of 
senators, at least those serving a four-year 
»erm. 


Then, if the problem is an honest one 


with the university, which we assume it is. 
the risk from deficiency spending is rather 
small. It still must rccche a two-thirds

vote of approval from the next Legislature 
but that should be no problem If It Is prop- 
erly approached. AH of these are the loose 
ends, of course, that must be tied up be- 
fore this kind of action la actually taken. 
A special session approach would be poor 
for a number of reasons. For one, there 
are other ways of meeting the problem, such 
as a deficiency appropriation. Secondly, this 
being an election year would be the worst 
time to have senators In session. The ses- 
sion would undoubtedly be turned Into a po- 
litical convention and great damage could 
result from that. It would place the uni- 
versity In the political arena ai well as pro- 
vide a legislative environment that would 
carry over to 1967. Finally, a special session 
woufd cost money that should not be spent 
If there are alternatives. 


If the way can be cleared for deficiency 


spending, it would be preferable to even 
a temporary increase in tuition. But those 
who propose that non-teaching spending be 
cut to make up the need demonstrate the 
wrong kind of thinking. Even a tuition in- 
crease would be better than such a cut 


A non-teaching cut would have dramat- 


ic effects but that is Its only advantage. 
What it tends to do Is place the burden 
of the problem on the university and that 
is not where the burden really belongs. 
While tbe university might be faulted In 
some respects for falling to adequately fore- 
see its needs, the final responsibility rests 
with the Legislature and It will be there 
only through a deficiency appropriation. 


The facts will clearly show that despite 


the budget work of the university, the Leg- 


islature has never in- 
dicated the kind of sup- 
port for higher educa- 
cation that is essential. 
While it might well 


have asked for more, the university did re- 
quest more, to the tune of $5 million, than 
it got out of the 1965 session. One can ar- 
gue, too, about the division of funds under 
this request but the fact remains that it 
was the Legislature that made the appro- 
priation and at a lower level than requested. 
In the end, the people of Nebraska through 
the Legislature are going to have to make 
the decision on higher education. 


You can't point to the university admin- 


istration and find the answer to Nebraska's 
education problems, any more tHan you can 
point to the Department of Roads and find 
the answer to our highway problems. You 
can be sure that if the Legislature provides 
the funds, the state agencies or institutions 
involved will spend them. We cannot afford 
to kid ourselves into thinking that admin- 
istration can make up for legislative fiscal 
shortcomings.

Those Spanish Grants 


Now and then a very unusual piece of 


news appears in print. And this week such 
a curious one came out of New Mexico. 


A town is about to be sold, lock stock 


and barrel to a couple of well financed out- 
siders. Legal difficulty is the only force 
preventing a quick consummation of the 
deal. 


The lo\vn is Atrisco Grant, New Mexi- 


co. The residents of the town have nothing 
to say about it. 


The reason is that the town is a part 


of an original Spanish grant of some 50,000 
acres, the last grant to be issued in what 
is now the United States. The grant dates 
from 1699 and was given by decree to the 
Duke of Albuquerque. We understand that 
the present thriving city of Albuquerque 
was named after the duke and was origin- 
ally a part of the grant. 


The town of Atrisco Grant does not be- 


long to its citizens but to the heirs of the 


original grantee. T h e r e are now about 
2,000, most of them not living in Atrisco 
Grant and most of them sick and tired of 
owning the property. 


They have voted to accept an offer of 


$16 million for the place—an offer made 
by an investment f i r m in Albuquerque, 
headed by two brothers, Charles and Eu- 
gene Cinelli. The firm has not only offered 
to pay $16 million for the property but 
stands ready to pay up some $300,000 in 
court costs. 


One of the objections that will have to 


be cleared before the sale goes through 
was made by an heir and Albuquerque citi- 
zen, one Lorenzo Chavez. And there are 
some heirs who believe a better price could 
be had from competitive bidding. 


There are several thousand acres of 


grazing land included in the deal. 


But imagine, if you can, having your 


town sold out from under you. 


Invitation To Save 


Business and governmental leaders have 


assigned an interesting and worthy project 
for Nebraska. 


They are looking for new savers to join 


the 1%6 payroll savings bond program, 
aiming for the purchase of $72.5 million 
in bonds. 


The s t a t e organization has passed 


through Lincoln. It left an eight man local 
committee headed by Ted Sick, retired 
insurance executive. Its task will be to add 
2,000 savers to the current list. From now 
on it is up to us. This means it is up to 
the committee and equally to at least 2,000 
citizens to meet it half way. 


It is an educated guess to say that 


Lincoln and Nebraska will achieve their 
goals. There are currently $1.3 billion in 
such savings bonds held by Nebraskans. 


Candidate To Reckon With 


"Bruce Hagemeister of Hcmingford, 


the last man into the race for the Repub- 
lican nomination for governor, is the one 
who promises to make the race lively." 
So states the opening sentence in a pre- 
pared release on this Western Nebraska 
educator and businessman. 


The above statement could even turn 
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out to be a conservative one. Not only 
could Hagemeister make the race inter- 
esting, but he could win it. He is a man 
with a platform and background to be 
reckoned with on the part of GOP candi- 
dates now considered the front-runners. 


It wasn't long ago that the GOP con- 


test was billed as a one-man race, with 
former governor Val Peterson in the driv- 
er's seat. Then, along came N. T. Tic- 
mann, Wausa banker, and it wasn't long 
before that race was a two-man show. 


Hagemeislcr was not only the last to 


file but he was the last of three to begin his 
campaign. You couldn't put him in the fa- 
vorite's role yet but there isn't much doubt 
that he has already made the contest a 
three-man race. 


One reason is his tax stand—the only 


forthright position taken to date by t h c 
throe mentioned here. Hagemeister is a 
"conservative" by his own definition but Is 
"fur a broader tax base in the interests of 
equity." 


The Hemingford grain company owner 


also advocates "sharp reduction in the num- 
ber of rural school districts, extension of 
educational television, and continuing up- 
grading of the state system of colleges 
and universities." His platform is one that 
demonstrates an awareness of Nebraska's 
needs along with a respect for the public's 
ability to pay and that combination is one 
many voters arc looking for.

WASHINGTON — A funny 


tiling happened to us the oth- 
er day at the Justice De- 
partment. We were called 
down there by Attorney Gen- 
eral Katzenbach and told we 
were under criminal Investi- 
gation on a charge filed by 
Sen. Thomas Dodd, D-Conn., 
of stealing Documents from 
his files. 


This raises a very import- 


ant point. If it is a crime 
for newsmen- to seek evi- 
dence documenting charges 
of corruption a g a i n s t a 
United States senator, then 
the press must give up one 
of its Important 
functions 


and senators will remain a 
sacrosanct body, able to ex- 
pose others regarding deep 
freezes, mink coats, vicuna 
coats and Bobby Baker's con- 
flicts of interest, but 
im- 


mune from exposure them- 
selves. 


For it is almost impos- 


sible 
to 
prove indictable 


facts regarding a senator, or 
for that matter any official, 
without using evidence ob- 
tained from the inside. 


Furthermore, using inside 


evidence is one of the chief 
ways the FBI and most law 
enforcement agencies oper- 
ate. 


It would have been im- 


possible, for instance, for the 
FBI to secure evidence on 
the Ku Klux Klan in the 
Liuzzo murder case without 
having an FBI agent inside 
the Klan. Almost every week 
the FBI pays money for in- 
side Information. So docs In- 
ternal Revenue. Many of the 
tax convictions in the United 


States result from inside in- 
formation. 


There is a law on the 


statute books providing re- 
muneration to tax informers; 
and Congress 
appropriates 


the money fur the FBI to 
pay for inside information.

As it happens, we paid no 


money and stole no docu- 
ments. We did talk to for- 
mer 
members 
of Dodd's 


staff who were motivated by 
the highest interest, namely 
the public's right to know 
when a United States sena- 
tor delivers speeches and 
performs c h o r e s for a 
foreign agent; when he de- 
posits in his personal ac- 
count thousands of dollars 
contributed to his election; 
when he accepts valuables 
from companies which he 
helped get government con- 
tracts; and when he charges 
both the taxpayers and pri- 
vate organizations for trips 
he makes around the coun- 
try. 


The attorney general's In- 


vestigation also raises nn 
important 
point 
regarding 


senatorial "theft" or use of 
unauthorized documents. 


We asked Mr. Kalzenbach, 


for instance, whether he had 
investigated Sen. John Wil- 
liams, R-Del., as to how he 
obtained 
t h e 
documents 


which he publicized in the 
Bobby Baker case. Obvious- 
ly they were obtained from 
government employees who 
believed in the public's right 
to know.

he had not investigated Sen. 
Williams.

Brezhnev Worried 
About Youth, Arts 


By JOHN WEYLAND 


Moscow W) — Leonid I. 


Brezhnev is worried a b o u t 
youth and the arts. The Soviet 
Cdmmunist leader showed it 
this week Itt his speech at the 
23rd congress of the. Soviet 
Communist Party. 


He admitted that not a l l 


young people In this country 
arc fired ufo about the sys- 
tem. He attacked "hack ar- 
tists who sthenr our order and 
slander otir heroic people." He 
called tor better Indoctrina- 
tion ot yttUth and defended 
the suppression of dissident 
artists. 


His remarks apparently re- 


flected long-standing concern 
in the Kremlin abotit t h e 
country's future. The concern 
is not, available evidence in- 
dicates, that communism will 
be overthrown but that it will 
be'weakened through lack of 
genuine faith. 


Lukewarm Ferior 


The old fervor of the revolu- 


tion, now almost 50 years in 
the past, Is not found in the 
younger generation to a de- 
gree that satisfies the lead- 
ership. Art joins youth in 
questioning values and search- 
ing for a better way of life. 


Brezhnev used the guarded 


language of public speeches 
by Communist rulers, b u t 
made clear that the youth-art 
problem is not considered a 
minor one. 


He cited 
"shortcomings 


In the ideological and educa- 
tional 
work a m o n g our 


youth." 


He said, "Soviet party and 


Komsomol 
(Young Commu- 


nist League) organizations at 
times do not take into con- 
sideration that tlit present 
generation of youths and girls 
did 
not have 
the 
severe 


s c h o o l i n g of revolution- 
ary struggle and were not 
hardened like the older gen- 
eration." 


•Parasitical Moods' 


"Some young people 'want 


to ignore current" life and 


have parasitical moods," he 
warned. 
"Bourgeois ideolo- 


gists, our enemies; pay atten- 
tion and seek to exploit this 
for their own ends . . . such 
unhardencd young people are 
susceptible to anv ideological 
infection." 


Brezhnev pointed out that 


half the Soviet population Is 
under 26 years bid. 


Brezhnev's remedies 
f o r 


dealing with youth and art 
seemed to come down to not 
more freedom but less, not 
more range for restless, in- 
quiring minds but instead 
more Indoctrination of dogma. 


His speech reinforced the 


Impression that the new So- 
viet leadership wants no more 
"thaw" In life here but a con- 
tinuing close control. 


'Few' Critics 


Of writers who have dared 


to criticize Soviet life sharply, 
Brezhnev said: "There are 
only a few of them. They do 
not in any way express the 
sentiments 
and thoughts of 


o u r creative intelligentisa, 
who are inseparably linked 
with the people and party." 


Brezhnev r e p e a t e d the 


Kremlin determination to con- 
demn art that Is not tied to 
communism. 


"We are invariably guided 


by the princple of partisanship 
in art, of a class approach to 
the appraisal of everything 
lhat is being done in the 
sphere of culture," he said.

Washington (UPI)-A little- 


notlccd "title 19" of the So- 
cial Security amendments of 
19C5 is regarded by some la- 
bor-liberal groups as a first 
step toward a major expan- 
sion of medicare for Ameri- 
cans under G5. 


The m e d i c a r e hospital 


benefits and the voluntary In- 
surance against doctor bills 
will be available starting July 
1 for porsons over 65. The 
i a 5 u r a r . c e will cost $3 a 
month but other benefits will 
be free. 


Under one provision of the 


law, state agencies may buy 
Insurance coverage for all 
those over 65 who are on the 
\velfarc rolls. This is known 
as "buying-in." 


Title 19 provides, however, 


that the states must provide 
comparable benefits to all 
needy persons receiving wel- 
fare aid if it furnishes such 
protection to the elderly. 


To make this possible, the 


federal government may sup- 
ply grants ranging from 50 
to 83% of the cost of the ad- 
ditional medical care servic- 
es. At least 19 states already 
have agreed to "buy in" and 
extend the same protection 
against doctor bills to young- 
er persons who are getting 
assistance. 


An AFL-CIO expert on So- 


cial Security, Larry Smedley, 
believes this will provide med- 
ical care through welfare 
agencies to millions of chil- 
dren as well as disabled and 
blind persons. 


To recene the f e d e r a l 


funds, of course, the states 
must meet federal conditions 
for extending the 
medical 


care 


This represents a great ex- 


pansion of the medical assis- 
tance act or the Kerr-Mllls 
program to provide hospital 
and doctor services free to 
older people who can pass a 
needs test. 


S m c d 1 e y,- however, said 


that many states are raising 
their yardsticks for "need" 
in a way 
that 
will allow 


many more low-income peo- 
ple to qualify for this assis- 
tance

Udall toM a news confer- 


ence t h e proposal follows 
recommendations 
by Pres- 


ident Johnson ln_ his budget 
message and special message 
on "preserving our natural 
. He said the bill proposes a 
nationwide system of trails 
composed of f o u r groups. 
These would be: 


1. National s c e n i c trails, 


with the 2,000-mile Appala1- 
chian T r a i l extending from 
Mount KalahSta, Maine", to' 
Springer Mountain in Georgia 
to be designated immediately. 
Nine other trails would be 
listed. for study, for possible 
future designation.

Paris (UPI)—A spokesman 


for President C h a r l e s De- 
Gaulle said Thursday France 
is not obligated to pay a 
single franc toward the re- 
moval of U.S. and other 
allied bases from French terri- 
tory after French troops arc 
pulled out of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 


Yvon Bourgcs, state secre- 


tary for information, t o l d 
newsmen after a 2^-h o u r 
cabinet meeting presided ov- 
er by De Gaulle: 


"We arc not duty bound to 


participate In the expenses 
concerning the transfer out- 
side of France of the Ameri- 
can bases once France has 
ceased her participation In 
NATO." 


French sources said, how- 


ever, that no final decision 
had been made on the sub- 
ject and that Bourges' state- 
ment left the door open for 
possible future negotiations on 
removal costs.

summer. 


The defense secretary wrote 


Stennis that the four regular 
Army divisions are being used 
to train rookies in order to 
build up the regular forces 
and save the reserves f o r 
possible future emergencies. 


McNamara

that the four divisions now 
are manned about 509c by 
men with less than f o u r 
months training. Under law, 
a man may not be sent over- 
seas until he has had at least 
!our months of training. 


"They are training divi- 
ions," the secretary told re- 
porters. "They are not com- 
bat ready divisions."

allies agreed at a meeting 
Tuesday that France might 
be held accountable for some 
of the costs. 


In an interview published 


In Le Monde, one of France's 
leading newspapers, Ball said 
De Gaulle's decision to with 
draw his forces from NATO 
was a step backwards to- 
wards the "disastrous" eras 
of European power politic. 


He said De Gaulle's deci- 


sion "aggrieves and deeply 
disturbs the United States." 


Eliminate Conflict 


"We have been ceaselessly 


trying since the war to con- 
tribute towards the creation 
of a state of a f f a i r s which 
would eliminate the causes of 
conflict — and the principle 
cause of past wars was the 
effort put up by each Euro- 
pean nation to insure its su- 
premacy over the others," 
Ball said. 


He said De Gaulle's move 


would hurt the hoped-for goal 
of a unified Europe and add- 


ed "Europe's only hope lies 
in its unity."

senators have agreed t h e 
problem can best be solved 
by a supplemental appropria- 


tion during the early days of 
the 1967 legislative session. 


Peterson s a i d deficit fi- 


nancing makes a mockery of 
the entire budgetary process 
and such a method is "the 
poorest way possible" to solve 
the University's money'prob- 
lem. 


"No one in stale govern- 


ment—not the governor nor 
an 'individual senator nor a 
committee of senators— has 
any constitutional authority 
to pledge money on behalf of 
a new Legislature," he said.

1. Double. Once it is grant- 


ed that two diamonds is the

course there is an element of 
risk in doubling two dia- 
monds, but, even so, the fact 
remains that it is more risky 
to pass. 


You can't blithely let the 


opponents walk off with a 
part score — which they seem 
likely to make— when there 
Is a good chance that y o u r 
side can also make a p a r t 
score. Counting the hidden 
value of the part score, y o u 
lose about 300 points e v e r y 
time you let the opponents 
make the part score instead 
of you. Losses of this k i n d 
cannot properly be justified 
by pleading safety. 


2. Three hearts. You have 


only 14 points in nigh cards, 
but, because of the heart fit 
and good distribution, y o u 
have the equivalent of a bal- 
anced hand containing 18 or 
19 points. If one of your low 
hearts were a diamond, you 
\vould have the values for a 
raise to two hearts, but with 
the singleton diamond a n d 
the fourth heart, the hand 
rises tremendously in value. 


Partner is not required to 


bid over three hearts, but if 
his hand is such that he 
thinks it best to pass, he will 
probably n o t make more 
than nine tricks. 


3. Four diamonds. There Is 


a chance for a slam and you

four hearts. Generally, a cue-

Suggested Goff Changes 


. 
The disqualification of Doug Sanders from the Pensa- 


cola Open this winter because he failed to sign hla score- 
card brought a steady stream of suggestions for changes 
to the United States Golf Association. 


. In the April issue of the USGA Golf Journal, USGA 


executive director Joe Dey discusses the p r o p o s e d 
changes. 


Many of the luggettions would take the burden of 


handling the scorecard away from the player. One of these 
suggestions would have -the player's signature notarized 
by the official receiving the card. 


Another would make . the marker or the committee 


responsible for proper return of the card. Under another 
proposal, the committee would refuse to accept the card 
until it were signed by both the scorer and the player. 


Another idea would have someone other than the play- 


er be responsible for the score and the card. But this 
would present problems, Dey points out. 


"This would entail having a corps of scorers well 


versed In the rules," he writes. "Assumlcg that were pos- 
sible, if the scorer made an error, would the player be 
stuck with It? 


"If not, how would a debatable score be settled? Such 


a procedure might create more problems than tne pres- 
ent rule, and much injustice. It is hard to Imagine play- 
ers being at the mercy of scorers. Players doubtless 
would prefer to remain responsible." 


Penalty Too Severe 


The biggest argument against the present rule of dis- 


qualification is that it Is too severe a penalty. 


"There is a strong sentiment that errors made off 


the course — as in returning scores — should not be 
penalized more heavily than those made In play, and that 
the punishment should fit the crime," Dey observes. 


The USGA boss explains that the disqualification rule 


will be discussed at the next meeting of the Rules of Golf 
Committee in June and will be put on the agenda of the 
1967 quadrennial conference with the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews. 


However, Dey notes, "One thing seems certain — 


there will be no successful campaign to render golfers 
Irresponsible. 


"Once in a while it is suggested that rules for tour- 


nament golf should be different from those for everyday 
play. But golf is an indivisible game. A great feature is 
the sense of personal identification between the average 
player and the tournament player, both of them know 
what It is to take three putts. 


"If that relationship were lost, tournament golf would 


lose the interest of some of its supporters; everyday golf 
would lose the force of example of tournament play. The 


has been healthy under one code of rules." 


Unusual In Responsibility 


Elaborating on this point of keeping golfers responsible 


for their scores, Dey notes that "Golf is unusual among 
games in the degree of responsibility which the player 
must assume. 


"He is usually his own referee. He must always call 


infractions against himself. Let's say you're in the rough 


' on the left, I'm in the woods on the right. My ball moves 


(' as I address it. You don't know It I must tell you."

It si 111 seems that disqualification is too severe for 


lack of signature when this has not helped the golfer's 
score one bit, while incidents on the course that might 
conceivably aid a player are penalized by only two 
strokes.

Hodges said that after bis 


men Inventoried the contents 
of only 28 safe deposit boxes, 
$672,589 worth of jewelry and 
cash was missing. 


The bandits succeeded in 


cracking 70 of the hotel's 101 
safety deposit boxes before 
the gunman who appeared to 
be the leader said, "Come on 
let's go, we've been here 
long enough." 


About a year ago, April 16, 


1964, 
a team of bandits ran- 


sacked 78 safe deposit boxes 
at the Sterling Hotel at Mi- 
ami Beach and escaped with 
$100,000 in jewelry and cash 
and about a month later a 
similar hotel robbery netted 
about $14,000.

As demand 
for funds by expanding busi- 
ness approaches the lending 
capacity of banks, they have 
been dumping their holdings 
of high grade bond issues on 
the market. With price con- 
cessions, such bonds have 
moved from financial institu- 
tions into the hands of indi- 
vidual Investors.

er current yield on high grade

The contemporary in- 
vestor takes a dynamic view, 
and wants not only to main- 
tain his economic position but 
through prudent selection of 
investments to participate in 
a risin» standard of living.

ties, tend to be downgraded 
as "no growth" commitments. 


In a series of statistical 


studith, David L. Babson. the 
Boston 
Investment analyst, 


implies that price s h o c k 
should not be equated with 
overvaluation of securities. 


Less Rapid Climb 


Specifically, he points out 


that during the riotous bull 
(rising) stock markets of the 
past five years, quotations of 
stocks have not climbed as 
rapidly as corporation profits. 


In technical language, stocks 


are valued In the price-earn- 
ings ratio according to the re- 
lationship between prices and 
earnings per share. Such ra- 
tios have been dropping fnr 
live years. This reversed the 
trend in the l!)5()'s when most 
of the gains in stock prices 
ncre uscrihuble to a doubling 
of the price-earnings rntln. 


The prevailing price-earn- 


ings ratios are nearer t h e 
long term historic p a t t e r n 
than the situation which pro- 
vailed during the 1950's. B'lt 
there are some able invest- 
ment analysts who argue that 


I structural changes in the in- 
|vestment market justify hign- 
;er price-earnings ratios than 
prevailed in the more distant 
past. This change grows o'lt 
of the increasing use of com- 
mon stocks for long term in- 
vestment by trustees, univer- 
sities, colleges, hospitals, pen- 
sion trusts, and 
Inevetmvnt 


companies. This persistent in- 
vestment absorption of stocks 
tends to decrease the avail- 
able supply.

Colorado and Wyoming—aro spending this week 
at Camp Ashland as medical cadet trainees. They are 
undergoing intensive field training, close-order military 
drill, rescue operations under simulated warfare conditions 
and advanced training in emergency first aid. 


Col. Clark Smith of Washington, D. C., director of the 


National Service Organization of the general conference of 
Seventh-day Adventists and company commander for the 
trainees, related the history of the program. 


"Everett N. Dick of Union College was the father of 


the program. It began In Lincoln In 1934 and has since 
spread all over the world." 


Seventh-day Adventists, explained Col. Smith, w i l l 


serve in the military but in non-combatant roles—"The 
only thing we object to is violating our religious belief 
concerning the taking of lives." 


Hence, when drafted, they serve in a non-fighting ca- 


pacity, generally as medical corpsmen. Programs similar 
to the one at Camp Ashland arc conducted all over the 
country and in foreign lands where church members have 
a military obligation to fulfill. 


But non-combatant doesn't mean they stay away from 


the action. "We have about 300 SDA men presently serving 
In Vietnam", said Col. Smith. 


How do the boys feel about it all? "I think it's really 


going to help us," said Republican City youth David Coe. 
"Something like drilling, for instance. It gives me a great 
feeling to know I'm working as a group." 


His buddy didn't exactly take issue with that, but off- 


ered, "Well, the food's better here than at school." 


Well, it's almost like the Army. 


Israelis Fired On
